From Dairy to Beef Cattle. 


Since reporting the sale of seventy head 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle made by Carl D. 
Johnson, of Frankfort, South Dakota, to a 
gentleman in Wisconsin, the Journal has 
been furnished more of the particulars 
which surely will be of interest to those who 
are not yet decided as to which breed to 
adopt. In this connection Secretary Chas. 
Gray writes: 

“T have just learned from A. C. Johnson, 
vice-president of the Northwestern Railway, 
whose son, Carl, managing their Aberdeen- 
Angus herd and 2500-acre ranch at Frank- 
fort, South Dakota, has sold seventy-two 
head of Aberdeen-Angus to Peter Reiss, 
Sheboygan Falls, Wisconsin. 

“Until recently Mr. Reiss has had a large 
Holstein herd and Duroc Jersey on his 440 
acres which joined the town of Sheboygan. 
He has disposed of his Holstein herd and 
Duroc Jersey hogs and is going to try out 
the feeding merits of the Aberdeen-Angus 
with the object of eventually building up 
one of the leading Aberdecn-Angus herds of 
the country. Included in the seventy-two 
head was a number of pure bred females 
and a son of Enlate. The equipment on 
Mr. Reiss’ farm is second to none in the 
entire country. 

“Mr. Reiss has been an extensive coal 
operator for many years and has many 
boats on the Great Lakes, having coal in- 


terests in the east as well as in the west. 
He has been a life time friend of A. C. John- 
son and the success which Mr. Johnson and 
his son have attained with Aberdeen-Angus 
on their South Dakota farm, which Mr. 
Reiss has frequently visited, prompted him 
going into the breeding and feeding of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus.”

To improve the type and 
quality of our live stock beyond 
the possibilities of doing so by 
feeding, is primarily the breed- 
ers’ task. If we are to improve 
the quality of our live stock on 
the whole, we must look to 
breeding as a source of doing it. 
If we expect to get the best 
feeder steers; that is steers that 
will put on the greatest number 


of pounds of meat for the least amount of feed consumed, we must 
select thickly fleshed cows of the beef type and mate them with 
thickly fleshed bulls that are of the beef type also. If we expect 
to get pigs that will make the greatest number of pounds of pork

— — coe said that the Indiana Fair 
has come into its own. It is now one of 
the three best state fairs in the whole coun- 
try. No other fair has made such rapid 
Ee tes years the board was more or 
less political in its makeup. Things have 
completely changed. There is no better, 
cleaner and more progressive board of fair 
managers in America. They have been care- 
fully selected and are truly representative 
of the best and most advanced agricultural 
thought to be found in the state. They 
have accomplished what seemed like the im- 
possible within one year. The live stock 
barns and judging pavilion are the best in 
America. The new cattle barn, covering 
over four acres is the best we have ever 
seen. It is all concreted. The stalls are low, 
thus from every corner of the building 
every other part can be seen. The passage 
ways are wide, no feed or bedding between 
the rows. Wide alleys between the heads 
of the animals provide ample space for all 
feed and bedding. This makes it ideal from 
the spectators point of view. The roofs are 
high, thus excellent ventilation. Glass roof 
lights and side lights give it the best light- 
ing system we have ever seen. It is a mod- 
el for others to pattern after and the board 
of managers deserve a world of credit for 
their foresight in planning and erecting 
such an ideal building. No other fair should 
build until they have seen this barn. The 
sheep and swine barns are new too and are 
ideally arranged for both the comfort of 
the animals and spectators. It is possible 
to see all the live stock without getting out 
from under a roof. That these buildings 
were appreciated was evidenced by the fact 
that they were literally jammed with peo- 
ple every day. This will mean a bigger and 
better fair next year. 

The Hoosier farmers and their families 
showed their true appreciation of the live 
stock by packing the mammouth stock judg- 
ing pavilion during every hour of the judg- 
ing work. It was a sight worthy to behold. 
The Aberdeen-Angus cattle show number- 
ing over one hundred and fifty head was the 
best ever seen at this great fair. Eleven 
herds from far away California on the west 
to Ohio on the east furnished the keenest 
kind of competition from the first to the 
last classes. It was a show that every lov- 
er of Aberdeen-Angus cattle should be 
proud of. The highest of quality was to be 
seen in all classes. In many classes most 
excellent individuals were left entirely out 
of the money. 

The task of making the awards was in 
the able hands of that long time veteran 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder M. A. Judy of 
West Lebanon, Indiana. He could not please 
them all. While there were differences of 
opinion in many classes due to the close- 
ness of the competition, still many unbiased 
cattle judges thought the job on a whole was 
well done. 


The bull classes on a whole were good. 
Caldwell & Sons scored in the aged bull 
class on The Peer 2nd, one of the real good 
bulls of the breed. He was later on made 
senior and grand champion. The breed 
needs more such bulls and the best part of 
it all is that he stamps his good qualities on 
his calves. Glencarnock Revort, a senior 
calf from the Harrison herd headed a good 
class of senior bull calves, was made junior 
champion and had hosts of friends for the 
grand championship honors. He is one of 
the very best calves the breed has ever pro- 
duced. 

The other bull classes were strong, the 
tops real good and the average quality far 
above that seen at most shows. This speaks 
well for the future of the breed. No breed 
can advance any further than the quality of 
the bulls within the breed, thus it was most 
encouraging to see so many good young- 
sters. The competition in several of the 
classes was so close that future shows are 
almost sure to find new winners. 

While the bull classes were strong, the 
female classes, as in most Aberdeen-Angus 
shows, were even better in every way. The 
competition was very keen. Many of the 
awards will be reversed in future shows be- 
cause different judges see differently and 
have different ideas. The Harrison herd was 
relatively stronger in most of the female 
classes than the list of winnings would in- 
dicate. In losing some of the top cow class- 
es, they lost out in the female champion- 
ship honors. This was a keen disappoint- 
ment to them, but such is the fate of the 
show ring. It would have been very easy 
to have reversed many of the decisions in 
the female classes. Sometimes animals 
down in the third and fourth places would 
have made good tops. In Blackbird 296th 
the Thompson herd has a real good cow. 
She was grand champion at the Ohio State 
Fair, thus was accustomed to high honors. 
There were at least two different Harrison 
cows that in the eyes of some good judges 
should have beaten the grand champion cow. 
The writer does not wish to depreciate the 
Thompson cow because she is a real Aber- 
deen-Angus cow. In the younger classes 
the competition was very keen and the tops 
were good. Evelyn of Maple Grove from 
the Wilson herd is a real show heifer. There 
may have been others just as good, but she 
is a credit to the breed and made a very 
good junior champion. In most of the 
group prizes the Harrison entries were in- 
vincible. The Armstrong herd, as usual, 
was strong in most classes. They are al- 
ways true to type and well fitted. In the 
opinion of some good judges they could have 
been higher in some places. As most of 
these cattle will meet again to fight it all 
over, future shows will develop many new 
winners. Judge Judy gave them his judg- 
ment. He worked hard and that is all any 


judge can do. 

The fat classes were good. The compe- 
tition was very keen and some real show 
prospects were brought out. 


Unless some- 


thing unforseen hap- 
pens, Armstrongs will 
be in the real fight in 
1925. Their Junior calf 
one of the _ best 
grand champion pros- 
pects ever seen. Robert 
Wilson, Muncie, Indi- 
ana, cleaned the deck 
last year in the baby 
beef and open classes 
against all breeds with 
his junior yearling 
steer. He came back this year with a nine 
months old calf just full of meat from his 
head to his heels. He easily cleaned up all 
the baby beeves and then went out and did 
the same thing in the open classes. In the 
grand championship fight he beat one of 
the best Shorthorn calves ever seen and 
most everybody liked the decision. This 
calf is almost sure to clean the baby beef 
classes at Chicago again this year. To mod- 
est Robert Wilson belongs a world of cred- 
it because he is about the best young cattle 
feeder in America.

REPRESENTATIVE GOVERNMENT 
AND ITS PLAN IN DETAIL. 


Elsewhere will be found a letter from the Progressive Com- 
mittee setting forth in detail the Progressive Representative Gov- 
ernment Plan proposed for the conduct of the affairs of the Amer- 
ican Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association. This is the news 
which members have been so patiently waiting for and will now be 
received with a large degree of satisfaction. It is truly Ameri- 
can in its texture, workable to the last notch in favor of the breed- 
ers and membership at large. Incapable of being diverted to the 
interests of one man or a single small group of men as has been 
the form under which we have been operating. The fact of the 
matter is that this system provides for harmony and expansion so 
much desired at this particular time—just when general conditions 
are beginning to assume a new aspect, when the immediate future 
looks brightest in many years; a time when we should be unitedly 
on the firing line ready to receive the command to go forward to 
conquor new fields for the splendid Doddie.

Death of Mr. S. S. Jerdan. 


The animal Husbandry Division suffered 
a severe loss in the death of Sidney Sibley 
Jerdan, Associate Animal Husbandman, 
which occurred at Jonesboro, Arkansas, on 
August 2nd. His illness was of short dura- 
tion, starting with a throat infection on July 
25th which rapidly developed into an acute 
septicaemia. 

Mr. Jerdan had been with the Department 
continuously since June 1, 1911, excepting 
for slightly over a year during 1920 and 
1921, when he engaged in live stock farm- 
ing for himself. At the time of his death 
he was in charge of the co-operative beef 
cattle investigational work being conducted 
at the Jonesboro station. Previously he was 
in charge of similar work for the Depart-

relief work in Texas.

degree of efficiency as the 1000 pound steer. 
Therefore, he is less desirable because he is 
more wasteful. Moreover, a dairy cow may 
have an hereditary make up to yield 1000 
pounds of butter fat in one year but in or- 
der to do this, she must be well fed. On the 
other hand, she may be limited in heredity 
by only having sufficient heredity to yield 
500 pounds of butter fat in a year when 
well fed. This cow cannot be forced to pro- 
duce 1000 pounds of butter fat. The differ- 
ence between these cows is largely an her- 
editary difference. This same principle can 
be applied to poultry, sheep and hogs. 

At present, there is an increasing demand 
for heavy horses but they must be good. If 
we consider the things that are necessary in 
horses in order for them to be called good, 
we can readily see that it will be a task to 
supply such a demand. This demand for 
horses is for horses that are of desirable 
draft type with clean legs, large feet, good

weight. 

Buyers are emphasizing substance of 
bone and soundness because they are two 
essentials to endurance. All signs are now 
pointing to a day when farmers will be de- 
manding more weight and more endurance 
in horses. The tractor may come and go 
but the draft horse is here to stay. We 
should be mindful of our coming needs and 
set out to produce horses that have the 
weight, bone, feet and endurance to meet 
our needs in the most efficient manner. 

How are we going to do this, you ask? 

There are only a few principles of hered- 
ity that can be pointed to as a probable way 
of doing this. In breeding horses, as other 
classes of live stock, we must recognize the 
principles of heredity and apply them in the 
most probable way of getting desired re- 
sults. I would suggest FIRST that more 
critical judgment be exercised in selecting 
mares to be bred. By this, I mean heavier 
and more drafty mares; mares with more 
substance; mares that are more vigorous 
(tougher); mares that show a highly de- 
veloped chest capacity; mares that are free 
from unsoundnesses and defects such as 
side bone, spavins, boggy-beefy-hocks, ring 
bones, poor feet and crooked legs. The 
weaknesses leading to the appearance of 
these unsoundnesses are inherited and pass- 
ed on to subsequent generations. Therefore, 
it is highly important that these unsound- 
nesses and defects receive critical consider- 
ation when selecting mares or stallions. 

Second, more precaution in choosing stal- 
lions to mate the mares with. So long, as 
farmers will patronize cheap stallions and 
jacks, that long we will have to sacrifice 
value in the colts that are produced. By 
cheap stallions and jacks, I mean small, un- 
derweight, rough, unsound, weak in consti- 
tution, light in bone and of undesirable type. 

Third. Feed and care must be empha- 
sized because feed and care are essential to 
produce horses of the right sort. Neglected 
feet may spoil good heredity or a lack of 
proper feed may also spoil a lot of good 
heredity in the colt. 

It is true that all breeding problems have 
not been entirely solved any more than the 
prevention and cure of many diseases have 
been solved. However, we may sum up the 
essentials that we know thus far—as fol- 
lows: 

1. Select better sires. In this, emphazie 
indivicuality and performance of the sire 
and of his ancestry. By so doing, we can- 
not overlook pedigrees. 

2. Jnsist on better females as 1apidly as 
possible. Emphasize individuality, per- 
formance and breeding. 

38. Recognize good breeding practices. Jt 
does not pay to overwork the young males. 
It pavs, as a rule. to give the breeding stock 
attention, feed and care in order to get 
maximum results. 

4. Always be on the alert for breeding 
stock showing a higher degree of excellence 
than that in hand. This has been charac- 
teristic of all our leading breeders in the 
historv of live stock improvement. 

5. Jf stock is good, limited inbreeding 
will often increase the uniformity of the 
herd and affect general improvement. 

6. Do not use cross breds for breeding 
stock. Although cross breds may possess 
more vigor than some pure breds and may 
be quite uniform in appearance, breeding 
cross breds has always resulted in off spring 
with less vigor than the parents and decid- 
edly lacking in uniformity. 

7. Do not consider breeding a hit or miss 
proposition—it is an art. We are trying to 
accelerate the processes of nature, and by 
the application of scientific facts, we hope 
to affect improvement.
